A snowfall of several inches on 
Saturday and Sunday, followed bv 
a cold snap and slippery roads, 
resulted in nearly a score of auto- 
mobile accidents in Lower Merion 
and necessitated prompt work to 
clear township roads for traffic 
On the other hand sledders were 
in their heyday wherever a hill 
could be found steep enough to 
make the sport interesting. 

The possibility of additional ac- 
cidents was decreased to a large 
extent by the early removal of 
snow from the roads. John S. 
Dunne, superintendent of the 
Township Highway Department, 
ordered out six snow plows, each 
manned by four men, as soon as 
the snow became thick enough to 
make its removal feasible. Warm- 
er weather late in the week form- 
ed slush on many of the pave- 
ments in this section. 

Charles Decker, co-operative of 
the United States Weather Bu- 
reau, at Narberth, termed last week 
"a cold one." On the last five days 
of the week temperatures were 
from four to seven degrees below- 
normal and on Monday the mer- 
cury went to 19 above zero. 

The precipitation for Saturday 
and Sunday, according to the 
meterological records, was 38-100 
of an inch. 

Further expansion of these 
records has been arranged for the 
Narberth observatory, according 
to Mr. Decker. A self-recording 
rain and snow indicator will short- 
ly be installed. 

The mechanism is very sensi- 
tive, indicating amounts as small 
as five one-thousandths of an inch, 
though amounts not less than one- 
hundredth of an inch are entered 
on the records.

Bids for Garbage Collection 

During Year 1929 

Opened.

Five bids for the collection of 
garbage in the borough were 
opened at council meeting Monday 
night. The bidders were : William 
J'. Fundson, who had submitted a 
bid of $3600; D. M. Carter & Son 
with a bid of $4000; C. Franklin 
Carter, $3800; Byrne & Co., by 
John J. Smith, a bid of $3750, and 
D. C. Wilfong with a bid of $4800. 

The bids were referred to the 
Committee on Water, Light and 
Health, which will pass on them 
and a special meeting of council will 
be called to award the contract. Wil- 
fong has the contract this year and 
for several years preceding. 

The report of the Building Com- 
mittee showed that building opera- 
tions were continuing at about the 
same level. Eleven new permits 
were issued during the month of 
November at a cost of $40 for op- 
erations estimated to cost in the 
neighborhood of $6995. The build- 
ing inspector reported a total of 65 
inspections made during the month 
with 13 operations completed. 

Two ordinances were passed at 
first reading, the budget and ordi- 
nance setting the tax. rate at 19 mills, 
and were put on the second reading 
calendar. 

Streets that can't be found are 
scarcer than keyholes, but such a 
street was Shady lane, which had 
no light at its Montgomery avenue 
end. A recommendation of the 
Water, Light and Health Commit- 
tee that a street light be installed at 
this point was approved, so that in- 
habitants of Shady lane will no 
longer have that claim to fame. 
Lights will likewise be installed on 
Wynnedale avenue, which has been 
without illumination hitherto.

It seems strange that such an 
innocent thing as the first snow 
fall of the season should provoke 
violent discussion and threats, but 
such was the case on Sunday with 
the coasting on Essex avenue. 

By Sunday morning the hill 
was in fine shape for the popular 
winter sport of coasting, and 
young and old were not slow in 
finding this out. The fact that 
traffic on Essex avenue is not 
blocked off by the borough for 
coasting on Sundays as is the 
case through the week did not 
prevent the enthusiasts, who were 
out in numbers before long, from 
making good use of the street. 

The continued use of the street 
by busses and motor vehicles 
aroused some citizens to the 
danger of the situation and at- 
tempts were made to get the 
street closed off. A committee of 
boys and citizens waited upon 
Burgess Henry T. Frye with this 
object in view, but the street re- 
mained unclosed, the burgess 
maintaining Sunday coasting was 
not provided for in the police 
regulations adopted a few years 
ago, and to close it off would 
be a direct violation of them, 
and furthermore to put an of- 
ficer on duty there all the time 
would amount to countenancing it 
by the borough authorities. One 
irate citizen offered $200 as the 
start of a fund to get the whole 
borough government kicked out 
of office if the street was not 
closed. 

As the day progressed the size 
of the crowd indulging in the 
sport increased, making the con- 
ditions all the more hazardous. 
And added to this, snowballing of 
passing cars became popular, 
which developed into rowdyism 
and use of profane and obscene 
language by an element of the 
coasters, some of whom were 
from out of the borough, that be- 
came seriously disturbing to the 
services in the Methodist Church 
and to the residents of Essex ave- 
nue. 

Burgess Frye was leaving town 
earl}' Sunday afternoon so he com- 
municated with Edward S. Haws, 
chairman of the Police and Fire 
Committee of Council, asking him 
to keep his eye on the situation. 
Mr. Haws called the police head- 
quarters at Ardmore and asked 
the Superintendent to send some 
men down to see that conditions 
were as they should be on Essex 
avenue. The officers, however, did 
not appear on the scene till later 
in the evening when things had 
calmed down considerably. 

Casualties for the day included 
one woman who had been struck 
by a snow ball and two little girls 
who were run into by other sleds, 
one of them suffering from a 
bloody nose and bruises. 

Over 200 were using the 
street for coasting purposes on 
Sunday night, many of whom 
were from the neighboring sec- 
tions of Bala-Cynwyd and Ard- 
more, attesting to the popularity 
of the sport and to Narberth's 
facilities therefor. 

Samuel MacAdams, pastor of 
the Methodist Church, appeared 
at Council meeting Monday night 
to register a protest against the 
disturbances which interrupted 
the services at his church, partic- 
ularly the element of rowdyism 
noticeable on Sunday. Coasting on 
Sunday, Mr. MacAdams con- 
sidered unnecessary anyway. 

No more coasting on Essex 
avenue on Sunday will be the rule 
from now on, according to un- 
official reports from members of 
Council. Interruption of church 
services cannot be allowed, it was 
pointed out, nor can the borough 
workmen be expected to erect and 
take away the barracade three or 
four times a day to suit coasters 
in between church hours.

REQUESTS $125,000 

Overbrook Institution Asks 

Public to Help Support 

Work. 



NOW FACES DEFICIT 



The School for the Blind at Over- 
brook is asking Hie puT>Iic to con- 
tribute to a fund to meet present 
deficits in capital expenditures and 
operation of the institution. About 
$1:25,000 is required for current needs. 

It is imperative that certain addi- 
tional equipment for instruction be 
purchased and also that proper living 
accommodations be provided for some 
of the older pupils now entirely inade- 
quately housed. The estimated cost of 
these additions is $85,000. The operat- 
ing deficit is approximately $40,000 a 
year. Despite the income from endow- 
ment and State appropriation, there 
is a deficit of $175 per pupil. 

During the 95 years of its existence 
the School for the Blind has en- 
rolled 2900 pupils, two-thirds of whom 
have been and . are self-supporting. 
Overbrook provides a good general 
education and in addition develops the 
body through physical training, and 
endeavors to enlarge the aesthetic cul- 
tural side of life by instruction in 
music. 

Overbrook carries its pupils up from 
the kindergarten through a three-year 



high school course; its graduates enter 
the senior classes of the high schools 
of Philadelphia and other cities and 
graduate with the seeing pupils in these 
classes, often going on with them to 
institutions of higher learning. 

A placement bureau, in charge of 
Liborio Delfino, himself blind, is main- 
tained by the school at 1305 Locust 
street, Philadelphia, for the purpose of 
aiding students in securing positions. 

Dr. O. H. Burritt, the principal of 
the Overbrook School, has had many 
years of valuable experience in his 
chosen field, and is recognized as one 
of the most forward-looking leaders 
in work for the blind.

Sunday Coasting 

Out of the coasting difficulties of last 
Sunday there arise two points that are 
clear: the first is that boys will be 
boys and will coast whether there is 
a blocked off street or not; and sec- 
ond, that it is imperative that some 
protection be given them when they do 
coast.

The coast would not 
be as long it is true, but there is a 
pretty fair hill and has been used by 
several boys who recommended it in 
glowing terms. 

If this suggestion proves feasible, it 
would not harm the borough to have 
the officer on Sunday duty be around 
off and on to see that sportsmanship 
prevails, that vehicles are kept off the 
street, and that those who have no 
chance to coast during the week (of 
whom there are plenty) receive their 
fair share of the sport.

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MONTH'S PERMITS 
TOTAL $477,195 

Seven More Than in Novem- 
ber, 1927, but Cost 
Is Less. 

Seventy-one building permits 
were issued in Lower Merion town- 
jhip during the month of November 
by Inspector Rahn. The total cost 
of the structures planned is $477,- 
195. These figures show an in- 
crease over November, 1927, of 
seven permits, but a decrease in cost 
of buildings of $91,453- In Novem- 
ber of last year 64 permits were is- 
sued for a total of $568,648. 

Last month permits were taken 
out for 1 5 private dwellings at a to- 
tal cost of $335,000, an average of 
more than $22,000 per dwelling. 
Four permits for twin dwellings 
were issued, the total cost amountr 
ing to $55,200. Fourteen private 
garages are listed for a total of 
$14,675, an average of over $1000 
apiece. 

Other permits include one busi- 
ness building, $27,500; 19 altera- 
tions or additions, $32,095; one 
lodge building, $3000; one play- 
house, $500; one greenhouse, 
$3200 ; three chicken houses totaling 
$4000; nine signs, $1125; one tear- 
down, $100; one farm building, 
$500, and a temporary porch en- 
closure, $300. 

South Ardmore led the districts 
with 15 permits for $165,860. 
Other district summaries of permits 
and totals for last month are : North 
Ardmore, eight. $6075 ; West Ard- 
more, three, $3450; Bala, three, 
$1450; East Bryn Mawr, four, 
$1760; West Bryn Mawr, five, 
$13,450; Cynwyd. four, $16,250; 
General Wayne, five, $89,300 ; Hav- 
erford, three, $77,200; Merion, 
four, $3200; Merion Square, four.

As to the number of cars that 
can be accommodated, five less 
can be parked in the same area by 
parallel parking than is the case 
with angle parking.
